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Lisbon. Camara Municipal. The capital of Portugal 
stands on the right bank of the Tagus near its entrance 
into the Atlantic. It is built in a succession of terraces up 
the sides of a range of low hills, backed by the granite 
mountains of Cintra. The climate is mild and equable, 
though somewhat oppressive in summer. 
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
